Digrrm's forces fought for fivo 
hours Friday. Tho marioos wore first sunt 
to tho front to drive tho Arabs Cram tho 
hilLs west of Hoshoon. 
As soon a.^ jxjs^iblo 


tbey ware reinforced by tho buttcrioi of 
Gardner and Krupp guns and by cavalry 
Tbons was a liot ongagoinont for a fe«- 
hours, JuriiiK which tho British cavalry 
charged ropoatodly on tlio Arabs, \vhi!o tho 
machino guns wore worked with deadly ef- 
fect whonovei- thoir flro could be made 
available-. Groat bravery was displayed on 
both sides. At tho close of tho ongnpimont 
tho Arabs retreated slowly toward Tunmi. 
Tho Arab loss in Itilbd and woundod is in- 
timated at 000, Tho loss oE tbo British is 
forty. 


Tho Arabs displayed a dosporaUi bravery. 


Tho marines drovo the warrors fron; tlie 
hills and forced thorn to reth'O to the plain. 
Then tho liidian troops charged upon tlw 
Arab position, but woro out-flanked, and an 
unsuspocffld body of Arabs succeeded in get- 
ting behind thoir Hue. 
Tho Indians found 


themselves between two Gros and fled. Dur- 
ing this retreat they wore closely pursued by 
tho Arabs, -who hamstrung thoir horses and 
sp&urcd thoh1 riders. 


Tho B-ngaloso fell back in confusion upon 


tho English Infantry and guards, who had 
been formed in a hollow square, and tho 
square loisuroly retired, whilo tho Arabs

battle by a dosporate charge, and retrieved 
tho fortunes of Gen. Graham's command 
when they seeuiod almost hopeless.

British troops huvo returned to thoir former 
camp near Suaktm. 


Auothor account says tho British nu- 


var.cotWu a hollow square—tho guards on the 
right, tho infantry iu front, tho Indian con- 
tingent on tho left, and the cavalry scatter- 
ing in front and on tho flanks, 
Aftor soiic- 


ing CoL Baker's zeroba on tho first hills tho 
troops advanced through tho puss, debouch- 
ing upon a wide plain oncirclod by craggy 
hills of x'olcanic formation, and found tho 
enemy on a hill to the loft. 


Thunders oil musketry then began. 
The 


onemy soon rotirod, some to tho right, but 
tho main body to tho left, with tho intention 
of cutting off tho British in the rear.

Bengal cavalry started to checkmate this 
niovo, and a dosporato fight ensued. The cav- 
alry retired in order to allow the infantry -0 
sond a volley among the scuttorod enemy. The 
Arabs again closod up and pursued the 
cavalry around tho hill, whoro they woro 
mot by tho guards drawn up in a square. 
Tho Arabs charged tho squaro with a yell, 
but in tho faco of a. withering nro, which 
was kept up, were unable toapproach nearer 
than within twenty yards of the lino of bay- 
onets. The guards woro perfectly cool, jok- 
ing among themselves until tho moment of 
the charge.

cavalry reformed 
and 
charged 


aud 
scattered 
tho 
rebels, . who 
had 


.boon reinforced by those from tho right. The 
rebels still showed admirable courage, bub 
appeared bowildorod. The British followed 
tho lleoing Arabs, pourine in a hot flro at 
every point, and never allowing thorn time 
to concentrate. 
By noon all tho hills 


had been cleared of

enemy, and 


wore occupied by tho British. Tho rebols, 
howovor, still contested tho 'ground inch by 
inch.

An incessant fift was maintained until tho 
troops reached tho open plain and tho forti- 
fied ridge at 3 o'clock, exhausted with thoir 
long engagement under a blazing fun. Tho 
aim of tho onemy was bad, Had it not 
been so tho British losses would have been 
much heavier.

losted during their return march to Suakim, 
Tho total loss of the British was eleven killed 
and forty-nine wouadod.

Council Assembled. 


Decide That Admittance «o 


The Kink slionldl>e Denied

A Gazette reporter attended tho usual 


weekly meeting of tho teachers of the 
city schools at the Central school build - 
iug this morning to hear tho promised 
discussion of tbe roller skating question. 


After tuo transaction ot tho ordinary 


school business Professor Burton said: 
At our meeting last week there was no 
dissenting voice as to the enervating in- 
fluence of tbo skating rinks on the 
schools, that it was to a 
certain ex- 


tent 
injurious 
to 
school 
life. 


What shall v,e do about it? In inaugu. 
rating any refcrm tho first thing to do is 
to take a staud ourselves. It seems to 
mo that that is what we rs teachers have 
to do this morning. We cannot expect 
to teach, morals to any individual or 
class of individuals while wo remain im- 
moral ourselves; neither can we expect 
to tall; lo pupils against their excessive 
indulgence in this amusoment while we 
ourselves indulge. Tho first thing to do 
is to discourage it by not attending our- 
selves. Tho next point would bo to use 
our own influence with our pupils to 
show thorn what losses tlioy are subject 
to in school matters, by excessive indul. 
gonoo iu this matter. 
I don't say 


that tho pupils 
must not 
go 
to 


tho 
rink 
at, 
'all, 
but 
as 
it 


is now they go to the detriment of their 
school interests. They often stay ont of 
school to go; they go without tho knowl- 
edge of their parents and present at 
school fraudulect excuses. 
It is against 


those tendencies that wo are to direct our 
attention, und not against the institution 
as a business matter at all. 


After using our influence BB tar as pos- 


sible with the pupils in tho matter, I think 
we should try to if we have ui:y influence 
with parents, to secure their hearty co- 
operation. Parents hold you responsi- 
ble fcr the advancement of your pupils, 
and you cannot advance them if thoir at 
tontion is dissipated. If the attractions 
of tho rink are so groat as to bring about 
what wo know it does— inattention to 
studies, dislike to school, idleness, tru. 
ancy and all those things, then certainly 
it is a detriment, and it cripples tho pu-. 
pil in his future. 


Tho nexfc'efTort I believe, wo should 


malio in this matter is to apply to the 
managers of tho riak. I Lad some talk 
this morning with some of the parties 
who compose tho nnk company, and they 
appreciate tho situation, and they are un- 
doubtedly disposed to do all thoy can in 
this matter. In other words, they don't 
want to make tho money to tho detri- 
ment of tho public schools. Tho problem 
with them is as it is with mo, is 'how wo 
shall manage them. My idea is that wo 
sh ould apply to tho management of the 
rink to exclude children, members of tho 
ohools 
cfunng term _time, Saturdays 


oxcepted, butweeu tho hours of 8:!10 a. m 
nnd-1 o'clock p.m., and then the parents. 
take tho responsibility for thoir atten- 
dance at other hours. 


ProfcFsor Burtou hero invited expres- 


sions of opinion from the class, and tho 
Gazette representative promised not to 
publish the names of tho Jaciies ventur- 
ing remarks if they desired it. As there 
was DO indication that iho ladies were 
ashamed to own tlieir opinions in print, 
their names arc not omitted.

Miea -Helen Welch— I think perhaps as 


many will not attend now, as I under-

amusement, and what thoy hazard in tbo 
way ot educational progress by excopsivo 
indulgence therein, and by exerting all 
tho influence we may possess with par- 
ents and guardians to secure thoir hearty 
co-operation in restraining the child und 
holding him to the work of school against 
the distracting tendency of rink lire. 


Jl'juolccrt, That wo respectfully request 


the rink managers of our city to exclude 
children, members of the city schools, 
from these- places of public resort during 
term time. 
Saturdays accepted—be- 


tween the hours ot 8:30 a, m. ana 4 p. m. 


Miss Drake—I thins it would be better 


if you would separate tham. You speak 
of abstaining entirely, Saturday and ev- 
ery other day. 


iliss Palker—I think that clause 


ought to bo omitted. Teat would leave 
tho teacher a freo agent to act as she 
chose. 1 think the teacher ongbt to bo 
allowed to act as her best judgment in- 
dictos. I don't think the principle of 
that clause is right. Tit is not because it 
is any sacrifice to mo. I haven't bean to 
tho rmk for eight weeks and don't ex- 
pect to go for eight more.
